Another excellent way is to press the 
breast bone at the lower end gently to 
one side; if it bends easily your foul is 
tender. He sure also t<> select as plump 
and white a turkey as circumstances 
will permit; a small turkey of seven or 
eight, pounds, if fat, is the best selec 
lion. The rule for turkey holds good 
in selecting chickens. Tough chickens 
an' often bought for soups and the meat. 
after boiling for live hours, is used for 
croquettes; a tough caicken should be 
at hast live cents per pound cheaper 
than a choice one. . N chioken of this 
kind, boiled until it ts lender and served 
with a white sauce, is a favorite English 
dish.

the purchaser will only turn the wings 
back a little and watch the effect on the 
skin. If it tears easily it is the best 
proof that it is young; if, on the other 
hand, it stretches and does not break, 
the buyer may be sure the turkey has 
seen many vicissitudes in barnyard life.

the inventor of a new water repellant, 

at Mr. Carpenter's studio. Mr. Lamb, 

before showing his invention, related 
how he had been trying for the last 

three years to discover a water repel- 
lant which, unlike those in use. could 
be made to enter the very threads of 
the fabric and which would permit 
the air to pass through the meshes, 
thus allowing evaporation and obvi- 
ating the main objection which physi- 
cians have always made to water-proof 
garments. Alter many discourage- 
ments be discovered a preparation, 
which had been patented in the Unit- 
ed States, Canada and Europe. 

Mi. Lamb began the exhibition by 
Hipping a Ion I'love, 

light-blue in color, into a basin of 
water. \\ hen he had washed it about 
for a time he gave it a final shake 
and took it out, dry and with its color 
uninjured. Next two pieces of Bilk 
of a delicate blue were handed to the 
ladies to be examined as to whether 
or not they differed in any respect. 
No difference could be detected, yet 
when thrown into the water one speed- 
ily became saturated, discolored and 
spoiled, while the other was taken 
out in the same condition as when it 
was put in. The next experiment 
was with pieces of black silk velvet, 
which, us every shopper knows, is 
ruined as soon as water touches it. 
Fven with a microscope no dissimilar- 
ity could be detected between the 
samples until the water had been 
poured on them, when the beauty of 
the natural velvet was literally drown- 
ed, while the water rolled off the sur- 
face of t he other as from sheet t in. A 

similar experiment was made with a 

long curly ostrich pluine. Allsortsof 
dress goods, from o-cent calico to rich 
brocade, were then dipped into (lie 
water wit lion t effect, and when the ma- 
terial was coarsely woven, as the calico 
for instance, the water forced its way 
through the meshes, the threads re* 
maining dry nevertheless. This was 
most strikingly shown with a piece of 
mosquito netting. Next, by means 
of this preparation, sealskin was wet 
without injury ; paper was made im- 
pervious to water, a paper bag was till- 
ed with water anil hung up on the 
wall, and a false front of artificially 
Waved hair was dipped into the water 
without losing its erimple. Two 

tiieees of brown stone from the same 
dock were soaked, and while that 

winch had been treated absorbed no 

water the other increased in weight 
three-quarters of an ounce. Finally 
a boot of French kid was submerged 
and taken out dry and nnwrinkled. 
The same experiment was tried with a 
man's silk hat and was equally SU< 
fit). 

Mr. Lamb says that the preparation, 
which he calls vulcanite, is equally 
effloaoioui in protecting fabrics from 
moths, and steel and iron from rust. 
Qoodl which have been trealed can be 

washed and even boiled in ammonia 

without removing the repellant. 
The preparation is clear and colorless 

and of the consistency of water. It 

does not change the iippearancc of 
the fabric in the least and cannot be 
detected by smell or touch. [( 

be applied to the raw material. Its 

cost docs not exceed one cent a yard. -

Sometimes in the heat of battle an 
incident will occur that will set the men 
in an uproar of mirth when carnage is 
rife all around them. 

At Hull Hun. when the tight was at 
its wildest, one of the lieutenants of the 
Second Wisconsin regiment Stepped off 
to get a canteen of water. As hi- stoop 
ed down to till the canteen, a cannon 
ball tore away the entire skirl of his 
coat and knocked him down. He got 
the water, and as lie came back the 
men greeted him with yells of laughter, 
and he went through the war by the 
title of the " Hob-tailed Lieutenant."

Yesterday tbe Committee went to 
the Asylum for the Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind. Superintendent Wilkinson 

conducted its members through the 
several departments and beautiful 
grounds of the Asylum, and in tbe 
course of an informal conversation 
with his visitors, said : " My experi- 
ence is that it is better to keep the 
deaf, the dumb and the blind together 
in one establishment, and under a 
common supervision, for it causes a 
desirable competition between the 
teachers ami the pupils, and is con- 
ducive lo their intellectual advance 
nient. It is, besides, advisable as a 
measure of c Ottomv. We want sev- 
eral improvements here, to carry out 
which J estimate that an appropriation 
of SUS.000 will be required. The 
items of expense are as follows : New 
home for girls, $6*1,600; completion 
of dining room, with gymnasium be- 
low, 813,600 ; educational building, 
$70,000 ; increasing of water supply, 
$5,000 ; improvement of grounds, 
$5,000; brick foundation for shop 
building, !<:U>00. We wish to remod- 
el the building now used as class- 
rooms and dormitories for boys, and 
convert it into a workshop, where we 
can make practical macbanics and 
artisins." While in the class-rooms, 
the members of the Committee were 
witnesses to an impromptu exhibition 
of the deaf mut.es, who displayed an 
unusual degree of intelligence and 
knowledge. At the request of one 
of the Committee, D. Tilden, a nine 
teen-year old lad, wrote tbe following 
extempore composition on the black 
board, on the subject of General Grant. 
" After the memorable tour around 
the world, during which his steps were 
followed by this country with pride, 
inasmuch as all the favors showered 
on him as became a statesman anil 
warrior, atVords us the idea how our 
country is regarded abroad Gen. 
Grant, in the Fall of last year, land- 
ed on our soil. 1 have been fortunate 
enough to witness the never to be 
forgotten event of the arrival of that 
illustrious man. Money never flow- 
ed so freely as when the treasury of 
the city of San Francisco opened its 
door to render ilic reception as mag- 
nificent as becomes a C.es.ir ; and 
the enthusiasm of the people was 
never so overflowing as when he 
threaded his way through the streets 
on his way to the Palace Hotel. It 
is well that these things have been 
done thus, for it proves our gratitude 
to the man, who, by his most zealous 
labors in the political field, and by 
the honor with which he filled the 
Presidential chair, elevated the char 
actor of this Republic. Horn in the 
wilderness of the West, he imbibed 
the spirit of liberty, and when call- 
ed from his humble occupation of 
tanning, proved the salvation of the 
then endangered country. As to the 
third-term question i am not prepared 
to say, except that I am of the 
Opinion that he will not again aspire 
to Presidential honors. Nothing is 

so absurd as to whoop up the fears 
as to the degeneracy of tho Republic 
into an Empire in the event of his 
taking the chair." 

ANOTHER COMPOSITION. 

The following was then written in 
a similar manner by Theodore Grady, 
a pupil of the same age as Master 
Tilden. concerning the new Constitu- 
tion: 

" The new Constitution of this St ate 
is a peculiar document, and the 
question whether it will prove actual- 
ly beneficial or not cannot be de- 
cided. It will require many years yet 
for its trial. Of course, like everv 
new document, it has its faults and 
its -benefits. The tune honored judi 
cial system, whose existence was 
traced to several centuries backward, 
and which was pronounced the safe- 
guard of every nation or State where 
it was adopted, was done away with 
in our new Constitution, and a system 
entirely new to the world has been 
introduced Also, doubts have been 
entertained .as to the proper estab- 
lishment of a Railroad Commission, 
the member! of which possess a 
power supreme to the Governor and 
the Legislature. Rut as long as the 
members will prove themselves honest 
the Commission will be a benefit. A 
yatem of taxation is also intro- 
duced, ami like everything it will give 
rise to many difficulties in its first 
stage of introduction.

To Ihe intelligent readers of the 
Journal, the above Resolutions give 
hardly any idea of the departed friend 
of the deaf mules, whose loss they 
do| lore and whose memory th. 
tempt to cherish. Nor would a bio- 
graphical sketch do him justice ami 
were it not but for the limited space 
that Can be spared in this paper, we 
might be tempted to dwell at some 
length en the life oj Rev. Dr. Win. 
Kudder. who was a divine of no or- 
dinary prominence. 

Dr. Rudder was born in IS: 
Bermuda, i h extraction. When 

elev en I he ri'imn ed to Hart 

ford. /Conn., where at Trinity College. 
odifllted with high honors. He 
subsequently studied theology, and in 
isot was admitted to Deacon's Orders 
of the Protestant 1 Church. 

I liscareir asa minister began with his 
charge of the Church of St. Haul, at 
Platbush, L. 1.. with which he was 
conin ■ ral v ears. He then of 

d as assistant to the late K> V. 
Dr. Francis L Hawks, of ihe Church 
of the Holy Saviour. N . Y . City, and 
alter being for a time connected as 
ii St. Paul's Church, Albany. 
he was appointed assistant rector to 
i;,.\. Dr. Ducachet. Rector 6f St. Ste- 
Churoh, in Philadelphia. On 
Dr. Rudder's last appointment, Dr. 
Ducachet virtually retired from St. 
Stephen's ami devoted himself almost 
exclusively! to the superintendence of 
the Ihird' Orphan Asylum. On the 
28th of Deo., 1865, soon after the death 
of Dr. Ducachet, Dr. Ruddei 
ed Hector. From that time until his 
death, which, after a short prostration 
from kidney disease, occurred .Ian. 29th, 
o the position of a dis- 
hed American divine. He w as 
a man of great gifts, a thorough scholar, 
a powerful debater, an eloquent preach- 
er, a learned theological!, and an able

The 
letter failed in its mission, as your , 
respondent was informed of the sudden 
illness of the Dr.. which prevented the 
possibility of an interview. Three 
days afterwards the disappointment 
was still heightened by the sad new-, 
of Dr. Rudder's death! Had the letter 
been furnished ami delivered a lew 
days previous to his confined illm 
there UB no doubt the school would have 
become an established fact ; and future 
mutes who might be benefited thereby, 
if unable to erect any costly monu- 
ment to his memory, would show one 
more substantial than money could 
purchase in the records of the school.

Domestic Recipes. 

I.r itkk Tah-i. — One half pint mo- 
lasses, one half pint water, one pound 
loaf sugar, one quarter pound butter. 
Let boS without stirring until, by drop- 
ping a little in water, you find it is 
done. 

I.i.mon Swaps. — One coffee cupful of 

sugar, two-thirds of a cupful of butter, 
two eggs, one level teaspoonful soda 
dissolved in a quarter of a cupful of hot 
water ; flour to roll thin ; flavor with 
lemon ; bake in a hot oven. 

A QoOD Soft Goran Cake. — Take 
one cap of molasses, half cup of butter 

or drippings, one cup boiling water, 
.spoonful ol cooking soda, and 

half teaspoonful of good ground gin- 
Mix soft, bake quickly. 

Moiukk's Tka Oaks. — Break an egg 
m a tea Cup, fill with sugar, beat thor- 
oughly together, add one cup thick, 
sour cream, one teaspoonful soda, a lit- 
It, half a nutmeg and flour to make 
a stiff hatter ; hake twenty minutes in a 
moderate oven. 

Oatmkm. I'okkidok. — This is a very 
healthy dish for children, and may be 
made quickly -by having a saucepan of 
boiling water ready. i'ut in a little 
salt; as it boils drop the oatmeal in with 
one hand, stirring gently with the other. 
Boil it well, and keep stirring, as it 
burns very easily, l'our it into a basin, 
and in a few minutes it becomes firm. 
Bat with cold milk or sugar and butter. 
It CM be made quite stiff or thin, just 
as a person tan'ies, and is very nice 
fried the same as mush. 

Wai oy. — The meats of hick 

ory nuts, English walnuts or black 
walnuts may be used according to pre- 
ference in thai regard. After removal 
from the shell in as large pieces as 
practicable, they are to be placed on 
the hoi I on is of tins, previously gn 
to the depth of about a half an inch, 
boil two pounds of brown sugar, 
a half pint of water and one gill of good 
molasses, until a portion of the mass 
hardens when cooled. I'our the hot 
candy on the meat and allow it to re- 
main until hard. 

Sroc k nm Soi.c— This recipe will 
be found useful, as in a family not too 
numerous enough stock can be made 
for a week. Take four pounds of lean 
beef, cut it into small pieces, slice an 
onion, saw a hock bone of beef, remove 
the marrow, and fry the cut bone of 
beef and onion in t he marrow to full 
brown; put fried meat, onion and fresh 
hock in two gallons of cold water ; let 
it simmir all day ; at night strain 
through a sieve, and replace in kettle; 
throw in some eggshell and clear; 
strain through a oTotfa into an earthen 
Crock ; in the morning skim the stock 
to remove grease. This slock may be 
used for vegetables or for any kind of 
soup ; of course, it is of a rich brown 
color.
